How much of a reduction does this m ean? 


Our co mpany ’s budgets and fo recasts o f its o wn gaso line 
sales indicated there wo uld be an increase in o ur sales fo r 
the nex t few mo nths o f abo ut 8 % o v er sales in 19 46. 
The pro spectiv e demand fo r the industry as a who le might 
be slightly abo v e o r belo w that figure. No n-essential driv ­ 
ing co nsumptio n, ho wev er, o ught to be reduced by mo re 
than that figure to leav e ro o m fo r co nsumptio n by the neces­ 
sary transpo rtatio n, such as that o f do cto rs, busses, and 
essential deliv eries. Ov er-all, o ur to tal sales must be held 
at a po int no t to ex ceed last y ear. 


Our dealers and distributo rs, as independent business 
men, will determine fo r themselv es ho w they will handle 
their av ailable supplies. The co mpany believ es that, like­ 
wise, its o wn serv ice statio ns will, themselv es, be the best 
judges in dealing fairly with their custo mers. 


How long will this situation last? 


Frankly , we do no t kno w. We are lay ing o ur plans, ho w­ 
ev er, o n the ex pectatio n that additio nal o il transpo rtatio n 
facilities will affo rd the needed relief by nex t spring. 


Here is the pinch 


The present sho rtage is essentially due no t to the in­ 
crease in gaso line co nsumptio n, but to the eno rmo us in­ 
crease in the co nsumptio n o f heating o ils. 


During the past winter and spring the use o f ho me heat­ 
ing o ils mo re than do ubled the use in the last y ear befo re 
the war, 19 41, and were appro x imately a third o v er 19 46. 


Farmers are using o v er 50% mo re petro leum fuels than 
in 19 41. 


The railro ads in the first quarter o f this y ear co mpared 
to 19 41 hav e increased their use o f diesel fuels mo re than 
o ne hundred times. 
To day mo re airplanes fly the skies than ev er befo re. 


All this means that far mo re crude o il has been pro duced, 
transpo rted, and run thro ugh the refineries than was neces­ 
sary ev en during the war. 


Refinery crude o il runs in the industry at the present 
time are av eraging 5,100,000 barrels per day , which is 9 % 
o v er the all-time high in the peak fighting y ear o f 19 45. 


These ru n s o f to day are 3 1% abo v e th# av erage da ily 
refin ery cru de o il ru n s o f 19 4 1. 


In 19 4 1 So hio ’s refin ery cru de o il ru n s av eraged 7 0,5 00 
barrels p er day ; an d in 19 4 5 , 7 4 ,4 00. Fo r the first 6 m o n ths 
o f 19 4 7, mo reo v er, So hio 's refin ery cru de o il ru n s av eraged 
9 4 ,3 00 barrels p er day , which is an in crease o f 27 % o v er 
19 4 5 an d an in crease o f 3 4 % o v er 19 4 1. 


This ex p a n sio n in refin ery cap acity w’as effected with 
v ery little n ew eq u ip men t sin ce su ch eq u ip men t du e to 
war an d p o stwar sho rtages was scarcely av ailable. It was 
acco mp lished fu n damen tally by in gen u ity an d imp ro v isa­ 
tio n . We co u ld still in crease o u r refin ery ru n s by abo u t 
10% witho u t additio n al refin in g eq u ip m en t if we co u ld 
get the cru de o il to o u r refin eries. 


We thin k o u r case is fairly ty p ical o f the in du stry in 
the Middle West. 
Here, then , is the p in ch. 
The sho rtage is n o t a sho rtage o f cru de o il. To day America 
has mo re p ro v en cru de o il reserv es u n der gro u n d than ev er 
befo re. T he tro u ble is tran sp o rtatio n . It is a p ro blem o f 
gettin g a d d itio n a l 
tran sp o rtatio n cap acity fro m the o il fields 
to the refin eries. This situ atio n is esp ecially acu te in the 
middle west an d east cen tral states which rely p rim arily 
u p o n p ip e lin es an d can n o t be reached by tan k ers- 
What is being done about it? 
Ev ery o n e is familiar with the sho rtage o f steel and equip­ 
men t an d the difficu lties in co n stru ctio n that 
hav e ex isted 
all du rin g the war an d p o stwar p erio d to date. In spit# 
o f these sho rtages, we believ e that the o il in du stry has 
made a rem ark able reco rd in in creasin g its p ro du ctio n 
o f 
cru de o il an d in in creasin g the a v a ila b le v o lu m es 
o f 
fin ished p ro du cts.

This is fo r the p u rp o se o f giv in g u s 
mo re sto rage facilities fo r the accu mu latio n o f a su p p ly 
o f heatin g o ils fo r the win ter. Cu sto mer co o p eratio n this

fuel o il ta n k s is i m p o r t a n t

as are su pplied by meat, milk and 
eggs, enou gh starchy foods and 
su gars, as well as su fficient fat. As 
the child grows older the diet will 
have to be altered from time to time 
to meet his need for increased 
amou nts of food.

Forms of Insu lin 
There are a nu mber of different 
forms of insu lin which can be u sed. 
One type called globin insu lin is 
su ggested, together with doses of 
regu lar insu lin. 
As a ru le, according to Dr. Boyd, 
in the diabetic child, it is necessary 
to give tw’o or three doses of insu lin 
du ring the day, bu t night injections 
can frequ ently be avoided. 
If the diabetes is kept u nder sat­ 
isfactory control, the child will 
make good progress and normal 
growth. If, on the other hand, the 
condition is neglected, variou s dis­ 
orders are likely to arise, and

ONE OF FUNT’S BEST STUNTS helped win the war. Called on 
for a gimmick to sell w ar bonds, he created a dilly. With several 
tnou sand people jammed into an au ditoriu m, he seated on the stage 
a little old woman who hadn’t seen her GI son for five years. W ith 
a roll of dru ms, the hall was darkened—and at the entrance to the 
hall, in a spotlight, stood the son. 
The gimmick ? For every $1,000 war bond pu rchased by the au di­ 
ence, the son cou ld tak e one step closer to his old mother. A t 
$50,000, with half the au dience in hysterics, crying men and women 
finally ru shed into the aisles and carried the GI u p to his ma. 
On his cu rrent candid show, Allen’s immediate goal is to broad­ 
cast one of President T ru m an’s sneezes. He already is lining u p a 
mechanical crew to go to Washington for the pu rpose. 
However, Fu nt's most grandiose gimmick seems du e to die u n­ 
born. He wants to get some m anu factu rer to tu rn ou t a Christm as 
stocking as large as the Empire State bu ilding, hang it and have it 
filled by radio listeners w ith gifts to be sent to the needy the world 
over. 
There are two main obstacles: 
I—You wou ld have to bu ild a

How much of rn reduction dots this moan? 


Our company's budgets and forecasts of its own gasoline 
sales indicated there would be an increase in our sales for 
the next few months of about 8% over sales in 1946. 
The prospective demand for the industry as a whole might 
be slightly above or below that figure. Non-essential driv­ 
ing consumption, however, ought to be reduced by more 
than that figure to leave room for consumption by the neces­ 
sary transportation, such as that of doctors, busses, and 
essential deliveries. Over-all, our total sales must be held 
at a point not to exceed last year. 


Our dealers and distributors, as independent business 
men, will determine for themselves how they will handle 
their available supplies. The company believes that, like­ 
wise, its own service stations will, themselves, be the best 
judges in dealing fairly with their customers. 


How long will this situation last? 


Frankly, we do not know. We are laying our plans, how­ 
ever, on the expectation that additional oil transportation 
facilities will afford the needed relief by next spring 


Hors is th# pinch 


The present shortage is essentially due not to the in­ 
crease in gasoline consumption, but to the enormous in­ 
crease in the consumption o f heating oils. 


During the past winter and spring the use of home heat­ 
ing oils more than doubled the use in the last year before 
the war, 1941, and were approximately a third over 1946. 


Farmers are using over 50% more petroleum fuels than 
in 1941. 


The railroads in the first quarter of this year compared 
to 1941 have increased their use of diesel fuels more than 
one hundred times. 
Today more airplanes fly the skies than ever before. 


All this means that far more crude oil has been produced, 
transported, and run through the refineries than was neces­ 
sary even during the war. 


Refinery crude oil runs in the industry at the present 
tim e are averaging 5,100,000 barrels per day, which is 9% 
over the all-time high in the peak fighting year o f 1945. 


These runs of today are 31% above th e average d a ily 
refinery crude oil runs of 1941. 
In 1941 Sohio's refinery crude oil runs averaged 70,500 
barrels per day; and in 1945, 74.400. For the first 6 months 
of 1947, moreover, Sohio’s refinery crude oil runs averaged 
94,300 barrels per day, which is an increase of 2 7 % over 
1945 and an increase of 3 4 % over 1941. 


This e x p a n sio n in refinery capacity was effected with 
very little new equipment since such equipm ent due to 
war and postwar shortages was scarcely available. It was 
accomplished fundamentally by ingenuity and improvisa­ 
tion. We could still increase our refinery runs by about 
10% without additional refining equipment if we could 
get the crude oil to our refineries. 


We think our case is fairly typical of the industry in 
the Middle West. 
Here, then, is the pinch. 
The shortage is not a shortage of ‘-rude oil. Today America 
has more proven crude oil reserves under ground than ever 
before. The trouble is transportation. It is a problem of 
getting additional transportation capacity from the oil fields 
to the refineries. This situation is especially acute in the 
middle west and east central states which rely primarily 
upon pipe lines and cannot be reached by tanker* 


What is being done about it? 
Everyone is familiar with the shortage of steel and equip­ 
ment and the difficulties in construction that have existed 
all during the war and postwar period to date. In spit* 
of these shortages, we believe that the oil industry has 
m ade a rem arkable record in increasing its production of 
crude oil and in increasing th e a v a ila b le v o lu m es of 
finished products. 


H u n d re d s of m iles of new pipe lines have already 
been built. 
Additional pipe lines are now under construction which 
it is believed will materially help the situation by next 
spring. W hether it will cure it will depend on how much 
of an increase in consumptive dem and develops next year. 
The demands upon the oil industry for heat, in addition 
to internal combustion, are placing an additional burden 
on the industry which no one could foresee. 


As to home heating 
Sohio has started to fill all its customers’ home fuel oil 
tanks to their brim. This is for the purpose of giving us 
more storage facilities for the accumulation of a supply 
of heating oils for the winter. Customer cooperation this
